MARKET  1TEWS  DIVISIOIT 

WEIGHTS  TO  BE  USED  017  CHERRY  CONTAINERS 

On  June  8  all  offices  on  the  leased  wire  were  wired  to  quote  cherries  on 
auction  wires  and  reports  as  follows:    Campbell  lugs  to  be  quoted  as  16  lb.  lugs, 
Ca.lex  as  19         lugs,  and  No.  2  lugs  as  23  lb.  lugs.    These  weights  were  based  on 
average  figures  furnished  by  a  number  of  the  larger  shippers  in  California,  For 
some  time  there  has  been  no  uniformity  in  weights  used  by  the  various  offices  to 
designate  these  various  named  lugs.     While  there  is  considerable  variation  in 
weights  depending  on  individual  packs  and  also  on  varieties,  the  above-  seemed  to 
represent  a  fair  average.     In  the. Pacific  Northwest  it.  is- understood  that  . Camp- 
bell lugs  may  average  slightly  lighter  than  in  California,  but  for  all  practical 
purposes  the  same  weights  may  be  applied  to  shipments  from  that  section,  especially 
on  Campbell  lugs.    While  it  has  always  been  contrary  to  Market  News  policy  to  use 
trade  names  for  containers  on  reports,  it  might  be  well  to  carry  a  notation,  es- 
pecially on  auction  reports  published  at  f.  o.  b.  points,  pointing  out  that  these 
weights  are  used  to  apply  to  "the  trade  name  containers.

These  changes  should  be  made  effective  June  19. 
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CLEVELAND .  DETROIT.  AND  SEATTLE  MARKET  NEWS  OFFICES  TO  EE  REOPENED  JULY  1. 

Funds  have  been  provided  in  next  year' s  agricultural  appropriation  specifically 
for  the  purpose  of  reopening  these  three  offices.    Arrangements  are  "being  made  to 
have  all  in  operation  oh  July  1,    These  three  offices  will  he  tied  in  with  the 
leased  wire  system.    Mr.  F.  S.  Nightingale,  who  has  handled  various  Florida  vege- 
table assignments  during  the  past  two  years^  will  be  in  charge  of  the  Cleveland 
office.    Mr.  A.  K.  Bredin,  who  handled  the  Detroit  office  prior  to  its  closing  on 
July  1,  1943,  and  Mr.  Wm.  P.  Cudmore,  Jr.  who  was  in  charge  of  the  Seattle  office, 
will  resume  operation*of  those  offices. 

SHIPMENT  OE  FIELD  EQUIPMENT 

We  have  had  a  number  of  comolaints  recently  of  field  equipment  damaged  in  ship- 
ment.   This  has  been  especially  true  of  equipment  which  has  moved  by  freight.  In 
order  to  provide  for  more  careful  handling  and  also  more  expeditious  delivery,  any 
equipment  being  shipped  between  field  stations  or  being  returned  to  the  central 
office  supplying  such  equipment,   should  be  shipped  by  Express.     Surplus  supplies 
being  returned  to  a  central  office  or  supplies  being  shipped  to  field  stations  may 
be  sent  by  freight  where  time  permits.    All  field  men  should  take  unusual  pre- 
cautions to  see  that  field  equipment  is  properly  cleaned  and  packed  before  ship- 
ment.   This  is  especially  necessary  at  this  time  in  view  of  the  great  amount  of 
inexperienced  help  being  used  by  the  railroads.

He  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  V,r.  W.  Morrison. 

George  Crisp  will  leave  Winter  Haven,  Florida  for  New  York  City,  arriving 
there  June  12  to  help  with  inspections  in  northeastern  cities. 

Murray  Churchill  has  been  detailed  from  Gorman,  Texas,  to  St.  Louis  to  help 
with  inspection  work  there  for  at  least  the  next  few  months.

The  onion  market  has  strengthened  somewhat  as  compared  with  the  relatively 
low  prices  of  the  latter  part  of  May  when  south  Texas  shipments  were  >sti£L  "in 
large  volume.    Only  small  quantities  were  purchased  ."by  the  War  Food.  Administration 
m  supporting  the  market.    It  was  expected  that  a  surplus  situation  in  tomatoes 
would  develop  when  the  Lower  Rio  G-rande  Valley  movement  was  at  its  peak,  out  this 
did  not  materialize.    The  fresh  market  absorbed  record  Quantities  of  tomatoes.  In 
the  last  few  weeks,  snap  bean  marketing  difficulties,  part IV  attributable  to  quali 
ty  factors,  were  expected  in  localities  in  the  South  Atlantic  States.    There  is  a 
potential  snap  bean  surplus  situation  in  Arkansas  and  Oklahoma  for  the  last  half 
of  June  and ^probably  again  in  late  July.    There  is  a  large  acreage,  intended  main- 
ly for  canning,  but  large  quantities  of  beans  will  probably  be  channeled  to  fresh- 
market  use.    Early  shipments  of  watermelons  and  cantaloupes  have  experienced  stron- 
demand  at  good  prices. 

Price  ceilings  at  announced  levels  are  in  effect  on  snap  beans,  cabbage, 
carrots,  cucumbers,  eggplant,  lettuce,  onions,  peas,  peppers"  and  spinach.  Sweet 
potatoes  and  tomatoes  are  under  freeze  ceilings. 

ST,7SET  POTATOES 

The^sweet  potato  price  support  situation  is  as  follows:     Loan  rates  on  cured 
sweet  potatoes  at  approved  storage  has  been  announced  by  the  Administrator  for 
the  period  December  1  through  February  28  in  one  thousand  bushel  lots.    The- perbu» 
:loan-  rates  on  U.  S.'ITo.  1  quality  are  as  follows;    December  $1.50;  January  $1.65: 
February  $1.75.    The  rates  on  U.  S.  No.  2  containing  not  less  than  75  percent 
U,  S.  No.  1  quality  is  15  cents  per  bushel  less. 

In  order  to  support  the  sweet  potato  market  during  the  main  harvest  period  and  to 
December  1  three  programs  have  been  proposed  and  submitted  for  approval.  They 
consist  of  (a)  a  purchase  program  for  distribution  through  relief  channels  using 
Section  32  funds;  and  ( c)  a  purchase  program  using  CCC  funds  in  which  the  sweet 
potatoes  purchased  will  be  dried  for  use  as  livestock  feed  or  for  manufacture  of 
alcohol. 

STATUS  of  food  orders 

War  Food  Order  88      -  The  Army  has  completed  purchases  of  apples  set  aside 
by  the  provisions  of  this  Order  and  it  is  being  terminated.  2,930  cars  of  apples 
were  certified  under  the  Order  and  in  addition  498  cars  were  purchased  prior  to 
November  6,  1943,  making  a  total  of  3,428  cars  of  apples  procured  from  the  1943 
crop  of  Northwest  apples 0 

WFO  102  -  This  order,  restricting  the' shipment  of  peaches  from  C-eorgia  which  fail 
to  meet, . except  for  certain  tolerances,  the  requirements  of  U.  S.  ITo.  2  grade 
with  respect  to  decay,  maturity,  worms  and  wormholes,  was  issued  effective  June  9, 
1944.      The  order  requires  all  peaches  to  be  inspected  by  the  Federal-State 
Inspection  Service  prior  to  shipment  out  of  the  State  and  requires  each  shipper 
to  promptly'  file  a  Federal-State  shipping  point  certificate  with  respect  to  each 
shipment • 
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WFO-55.  -  This  order,  providing  restrictions  relative  to  the  shipment  of  plums 
grown  in  California,  is  "being  amended.      The  assessment  provisions  will  "be 
deleted  from  the  order  and  authority  granted  for  the  shipment  of  plums  having 
limited  hail  damage* 

WFO  65  -  Determination  is  "being  made  as  to  the  need  for  a  food  order  on  the  1944 
crop  of  Bartlett  and  Hardy  pears  grown  in  California.    The  order  may  "be  canceled 
or  amended,  in  the  event  a  set-aside  order  is  needed,  to:   (l)  Remove  the  North- 
west from  the  provisions  of  the  order  and  keep  the  1944  crop  in  California  only; 
and  (2)  delete  the  assessment  provisions, 

WFO  69  -  In  order  to  facilitate  operation  under  ItfFO  69  during  the  1944  season 
an  amendment  is  "being  proposed  to  remove  certain  fruits  from  the  provisions  of 
the  order  such  as  dates,  pears,  pineapple,  plums,  prunes  and  goosc"berries„ 

I'JFO  83  -  This  order  was  terminated  June  6,  1944. 

Mr.  1.  S.  Headley  has  resigned  as  Chief  of  the  Deciduous  Fruit  Section  to  accept 
a  position  in  industry  as  Secretary  of  the  National  Apple  Dryers  Association. 
Mr.  Wi»  J.  Broadhead,  who  has  had  wide  experience  in  marketing  fruits  and 
vegetables  in  Colorado,  California,  Florida  and  other  States,  With  the  American 
Fruit  Growers  has  heen  appointed  as  the  new  Chief  of  the  Deciduous  Fruit  Section. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Capus  has  just  returned  from  a  few  days  in  Arkansas  and  Oklahoma  in 
connection  with  a  serious  surplus  snap  "bean  situations,
